“It is better to sell and regret than to 
keep and regret.” John E. Madden used 
to say. 

John A. Bell IL. whose Jonabell Stables 
are quartered on a_ part of Hamburg 
Place. near Lexington. the big farm once 
owned by “the Wizard.” has had occasion 
to re-open the Madden conclusion for 
further study. 

Item 1. In the fall of 1950 Jonabell 
Stables sold 4 mares in the auctions at 
Keeneland and got a total of $1.750 for 
them. One of the group was Buzncuzn, 
‘which John P. Pons. of Country Life Farm 
at Bel Air, Md.. bought for $350. The 
next year the mare’s 4-year-old son Halter 
became a good stakes winner, and by the 


time Halter finished racing in 1953 he 
had earned $59.855. 
Item 2. In the summer of 1951 Jona- 


bell traded “2 things in training” to Harry 
NX. Eads for 2 broodmares. Marie Kantar 
and Hash Brown. (Eads liked racing, but 
did not care to be a breeder.) John Bell 
intended to sell both mares in the fall at 
Keeneland. but Hash Brown was barren. 
so he offered only Marie Kantar. which 
sold for $300 and went to M. L. Hurwich. 
an Indiana scrap-iron dealer who was used 


to trading in junk. Harry Eads kept 
Marie Kantar’s yearling by Gilded 
Knight. named him Sir Mango, and_ in 


1954 saw him become one of the best 4- 
year-olds in the U.S 


Item 3. In the consignment with Marie 
Kantar was Mary J. Walsh. in foal to 
Revoked. Peter Strub bought her for 


$3.200. took her to California, where she 
foaled the 1955 Hollywood Oaks winner 
Baby Alice. 

Item 4. In the Jonabell consignment to 
the 1953 fall sales at Keeneland were the 
Gallant Fox mare White Samite, in foal 
to Super Duper and her weanling colt by 
Revoked. The Canadian breeder J. H. 
Stafford got the mare for $600. and now 
has a “very nice” yearling colt from her. 
The weanling colt, now named Reneged. 


brought $3.200. gained a profit for 3 
successive owners. John H. Clark. the 
Nuckols Brothers. and Woodley Lane 
Farm. 


“This was my weeding-out process.” said 
John Bell after Reneged had won the Troy 
Stakes at the Saratoga-at-Jamaica meet- 
ing.

Hereditary Nose-Count 


Just before the opening of the yearling 
sales season we thumbed through Stakes 
Winners of 1954, the annual Blood-Horse 
supplement. to re-check the relationship 
between high class on the race track last 
year and high class in the first dam. 

We considered 83 stakes winners. each 
of which earned $50.000 or more in 1954. 
Of the 83. 25 (30.1 per cent) were out of 
stakes winners. and 5 others (6 per cent) 
were out of mares placed in stakes. Thus. 
the stakes-class race mares, which comprise 
less than 5 per cent of the broodmare 
population. produced 36.1 per cent of the 
top stakes winners. Of the remaining 53. 
32 (38.6 per cent) were out of winners. 4 
(4.8 per cent) were out of mares which 
had placed. 4 (4.8 per cent) were out of 
mares which were unplaced. and 13 (15.7 
per cent) were out of unraced mares.

The Strongest Market 


The editor of The Blood-Horse guessed 
the prices of the first 40 yearlings in the 
Keeneland catalogue. on the basis of last 
years high market. This was a custom of 
several years standing. A comparison 
between the guessed and actual prices 
usually gave a definite clue to the trend 
of the market within the first few minutes 
of the Breeders’ Sales Company's “sale 
of selected yearlings.” 

The first yearling in the ring had been 
guessed at $7.000; it brought $11.000. 
The next fell $1.000 short. the third $500 
above. the fearth exactly even with the 
guess. From there though — the 
preliminary estimates occasionally ran a 
little too high. they generally were on 
the low side. and on 2 or 3 occasions they 
were less than half of the actual selling 
price. The 1954 market at Keeneland had 
been the highest in history; it was clear 
at once that the 1955 market was. still 
higher. 

Auctioneers George Swinebroad and Doc 
Bond, in 3 days of loud and fast talking, 
sold 346 yearlings for $3.866.200. The 
$11.174 average was 12.4 per cent higher 
than that for the Keeneland sales in the 
summer of 1954. whose $9,940 average 
constituted a record for a similar auction 
series. 

“They're spending money.” one of the 
spectators remarked, “like it had gone out 
of fashion.” 

The buyers. who came in larger numbers 
than ever before and with an exceptional 
feeling of financial euphoria, gave scant 
attention to what they considered the least 
attractive prospects, but they made more 
bids in the upper ranges than ever before. 
Twelve yearlings. all colts, sold for $40,- 
000 or more. as against 7 in that cate- 
gory last year at Keeneland. A total of 
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45—one out of 8—reached $20,000, as 
against 32 in 1954. 

The Tuesday sessions included the 
biggest prices. In the afternoon William 
Helis Jr. spent $60,000 each for the 2 
colts which comprised the consignment 
of Miss Mildred W. Woolwine, owner of 
White Oaks Farm at Lexington. One of 
these was a brother to Sea O Erin, the 
other a half-brother to Helis’ top-class 
Helioscope. That night Dr. Eslie Asbury’s 
*Nasrullah—In Bloom colt fulfilled 
numerous pre-sales predictions that he 
would bring the highest price of the 
week. He was purchased. for $80,000. 
on behalf of Forrest H. Lindsay. of Tulsa, 
Okla.. who was buying his first Thorough- 
bred. 

Summaries of the entire sales series are 
given in this issue. A recapitulation of 
the auctions will be given in the next issue. 


Monday Afternoon, July 25 


At the first session of the Keeneland 
sammer sale 88 yearlings were sold by 33 
consignors for $840.400, average $9.550. 

Top price of the session was $34,000. 
which J. Howard Rouse. agent. paid the 
estate of Samuel D. Riddle for a chestnut 
filly by *Alibhai out of the Demoiselle 
Stakes winner War Kilt. by Man o’ War 
out of the stakes winner and good producer 
Friar’s Carse. 

Henry Lewis. bidding for his son and 
daughter-in-law, Mr. and Mrs. George 
Lewis, paid $26.000 for Mrs. Edward S. 
Moore’s bay colt by *Noor out of Countess 
Molly. by Menow out of Countess Time, 


dam of the Kentucky Derby winner 
Gallahadion. Four other yearlings sold 


for more than $20,000. 

The biggest consignment was that of 
the Riddle estate. which sold 14 head for 
$145.600 and averaged $10,400, more than 
$2.000 higher than its 1954 average.

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PLANS IN NEW YORK 


John W. Hanes Summarizes the GNYA's Negotiations 
Looking Toward a New Set-up in Empire State Racing 


John WR. Hanes, chairman of the committee which proposed a merger of the 
4 New York tracks (Tut BLoov-Horse of September 25, 1954, page 664) under the 
direction of a non-profit association, addressed the Thoroughbred Club of America 
at its luncheon meeting Saturday, July 23, at the Lafayette Hotel in Lexington. A 
tape-recorder caught most of the speech, but missed the concluding paragraphs. The 
following text, taken from the recording, has been submitted to a few unimportant 


deletions and other slight changes. 


I thought. when I got interested in horse 
breeding. horse racing. and all the people 
connected with the horse basiness—they- 
‘re about the finest group of men and 
women I've ever had the privilege of know- 
ing—that I would have some place to turn 
in my old age that I could occupy my 
time pleasantly and. if 1 were extremely 
lucky. profitably. Look what’s happened 
to me now. At the time when I get rid of 
the stock work I get saddled with a job 
which is probably as difficult as any that 
I've ever undertaken in my lifetime. 

This job has brought to me the realiza- 
tion of what a great man we have in this 
country today as Secretary of State. He 
was able, in the short period of about 7 
months. to presuade 53 nations to sign 
what was probably the most generous 
treatment that a vanquished nation had 
ever received at the hands of a victor. 
Fifty-three nations signed the Japanese 
peace treaty at the instigation of one man 
—not in conference but by private inter- 
view. Gentlemen, I haven't been able to 
get 53 Americans to agree to anything 
about this race track, This has been 
probably one of the most difficult assign- 
ments that anyone ever had. because all 
of us have different interests. different 
approaches. and different ideas about what 
should be done. 

In August of 1953 the chairman of the 
New York State Racing Commission. Mr. 
Ashley Cole. came to a dinner given in 
the Reading Room at Saratoga by Ogden 
Phipps for the members of The Jockey 
Club, in honor of Mr. Ashley Cole. And 
at that meeting Mr. Cole said. “Gentle- 
men, you are responsible for the deplorable 
state that we find today in the New York 
tracks. And I came tonight to tell you 
that unless you arrange to do something 
about it the New York State Racing Com- 
mission will have to.” 

As a result of that very pointed state- 
ment by Mr. Cole—and I might add there 
was hearty agreement among a lot of the 
members of The Jockey Clab at that time 
about the remarks made by Mr. Cole— 
the chairman and vice chairman of The 
Jockey Club. Mr. George Widener and 
Mr. Ogden Phipps. said. “We will do 
semething about it. and we are going to 
do what most people do in like circum- 
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stances—appoint a committee to study 
these problems and come back with a 
recommendation.” 

They made a very happy choice in the 
selection of 2 of the members of that com- 
mittee. Harry Guggenheim and Christoph- 
er Chenery. I had the privilege of serv- 
ing those 2 gentlemen as co-ordinator of 
their efforts. I say it was a happy choice 
because it’s never been my privilege dur- 
ing my whole business life to work with 
and for 2 finer gentlemen. At the same 
time I might say both of those men have 
nothing to gain from anything that they 
have recommended. and I say that they 
are the most unselfish pair of workers that 
I have ever seen operating. 


The Major Premise 


We set to work in September of 1953 
and we studied the problem as closely as 


3 people warking harmoniously could 
study a difficult problem. and we had 
many conferences. most of which were 


held in the evenings and over week-ends. 
because all 3 of us have to work during 
the daytime. We sought counsel and ad- 
vice from everybody that we thought had 
an opinion and was willing to give it. 
And after a great deal of study we came 
to one major conclusion. 

Now. it isn’t necessary that we all think 
alike. It will be helpful. however. if we 
all think. But we should think with a 
given premise. and draw the conclusion 
with the same premise. And therfore I 
submit that the major premise and con- 
clusion from which we drew all the other 
programs and plans was simply this: 
that neither the legislature nor the gover- 
nor of the State of New York nor the 
mayor of the City of New York would ever 
agree to surrender to private ownership 
any part of the pari-mutuel bite that thev 
were taking. In fact the evidence. and 
all the evidence. that we were able to 
gather was in favor of the premise that 
they would grab more rather than less. . . 

Now. if that premise is wrong. then 
everything we have done and suggested 
can be considered at least of doubtful 
value. Just so that you see what the 
problem is. in the State of New York the 
total bite is 15 per cent. and from thet 
15 per cent the state and the city currently 


are taking 11 per cent. and 4 per cent is 
left to the 4 tracks in New York State. 
Compare that with the State of California. 
n California the bite is still 15 per cent 
but the state takes 8 and the tracks get 7, 
and with 7 per cent in New York State, 
as John Morris will tell you. we could 
improve any or all of the tracks. But he 
will also tell) you that there are no 
economics in the world that will convince 
men that they should invest their money 
in large quantities with the hope and ex- 
pectation and full knowledge that the 
ingximum amount that they can _ realize 
from a speculative investment would be 
about the interest rate that they can realize 
on Government bonds. 


Low Earnings 


To show you how serious this thing is 
for the poor tracks in New York State [ 
point out to you that Belmont Park. with 
the tremendous investment they have in 
that plant. was able to earn last year, 
net for their stockholders. about $300.000. 
Aqueduct. with its great investment. was 
able to earn something less than $300.- 
000: Saratoga. about the same amount. 
The only profitable track in New York 
State. based upon its investment. was 
Jamaica. Jamaica earned ... about $650.- 
000 last year. 

That’s a rough calculation of what you 
can expect out of the 4° properties for 
which we are in the process of offering 
about $32.500.000. come to 
figures in a minute. 

At the end of a year of diligent and 
patient research on this problem we came 
back to the racing commission on Septem- 
ber 20. 1954. just a year and one month 
after this committee was appointed. Mr. 
Guggenheim. Mr. Chenery. and I came 
back with a letter to the New York State 
Racing Commission. | Sections of the com- 
mittee’s original proposals were read at 
this point. | 

We had a meeting with the racing com- 
mission. and the commission urged us to 
go forward with the program and come 
back as quickly as we could with defini- 
tive plans which they could approve or 
disapprove. 

To put this plan in effect required a 
change in the laws in the State of New 
York. so we drafted legislation. We 
presented our case to the New York State 
Legislature in a joint session early this 
year. and. after much debate on the 2 
bills which we had suggested. both bills 
were passed by the Legislature. That 
was on April 2. 1955. The governor. Mr. 
Harriman. had 30 days in which to approve 
or disapprove this legislation and on the 
thirtieth day he did approve and affix his 
signature. and the 2 bills became law. 
and we were then confronted with our most 
difficult task.

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appeared before the Legislature. I asked 
for the passage of these bills. We were 
questioned closely on every provision of 
the bills, but from that moment on I 
never had any doubt that the Legislature 
was going to pass them. It was a unique 
experience because we had no paid lobby- 
ists. we hired no one to speak on our 
behalf. we were rank amateurs in this 
field of politics and ... we paid nobody 
any money. The 6 members of the com- 
mittee at that time—the 3 had been aug- 
mented by Mr. George Widener, Mr. John 
Hay Whitney, and Mr. James Cox Brady 
—all of the members of that committee 
went, along with Mr. Marshall Cassidy. 
to appear before the Legislature. I should 
have added that Mr. Chenery presented 
the case for us on the financial side and 
did a most magnificent job. 

We had a feeling that the governor 
would sign the bills, although racing bills 
as such are not the most popular bills 
that are passed by legislatures—so the 
governor didn’t sign our bills until the 
very last moment, which was on May 2. 
just 30 days after the bill itself had passed 
both houses of the Legislature. 

Our next job was to raise the money... 
and it was not the easiest job in the world 
to raise the $45,000,000 which we figured 
we would need for this project. 

To cut that as short as possible. we did 
succeed in convincing 6 of the largest 


banking institutions in New York City that 
this was both a good lean and a loan 
which should be made in the interest of 
racing in New York and because the State 
of New York itself had given its approval 
to this plan... . 


The Prices Offered 


We've arrived at what we believe are 
fair prices. They are fair prices from the 
standpoint of the State of New York— 
and bear in mind we are public servants 
and we are acting on behalf of the State 
of New York in everything we do from 
here in, because the New York State Rac- 
ing Commission, appointed by the gover- 
nor, must pass on anything that we do, the 
prices we pay. the buildings we build. 
the tracks we build. and the efforts we use. 
But the State of New York will have no 
say in the operation of the tracks them- 
selves. The conduct of the racing situa- 
tion in New York will be in the hands of 
private individuals and people who I think 
are worthy of your confidence and trust. 

The 4 tracks in New York. while they 
didn’t earn an adequate return upon the 
value of their assets, nevertheless had real. 
tangible value. and each of them had to 
be solved on a different basis. We were 
dealing with private individuals 
owned stock in the racing associations and 
who had every right to demand that we 
sit down and deal fairly because. thank 


who 


God, in this country private ownership of 
property cannot be taken away from an 
individual except at a fair, across-the- 
table. arms-length bargain. . . . Some of 
them didn’t want to sell their property, and 
I don’t blame them. Nevertheless. they 
have acted, I think, in a most generous 
and fine spirit of co-operation and help- 
fulness. And they have agreed upon cer- 
tain things. 

On last Thursday the directors of Ja- 
maica, of which Mr. John Morris is the 
president, held a meeting, and we made a 
formal offer to the stockholders, through 
their directors, to pay for Jamaica $10,- 
266.750. That amounts to $325 per share. 

We've agreed to make an offer on next 
Thursday. We have made this offer, [ 
might say. verbally. but we have put it in 
writing and it will be presented to the 
directors of Aqueduct next Thursday —$9,- 
150.000. 

We had an option on 78 per cent of Bel- 
mont Park. so we need not consider that, 
but the price that we are hopeful of ar- 
riving at with the stockholders is $9,- 
100.000. 

We will present to Saratoga an offer— 
I hope it will be next Friday. the day after 
the Aqueduct directors meet—a_ formal 
offer of $4.100.000. 

All those figures added together mean 
that we are offering in cash $32.616,000 
for the 4 racing associations. But there’s a

It has 
$2,700.000 in net quick assets, so that we 
pay $1,400,000 net, making the total net 
cost for these 4 tracks $20,453,000. 

I might say that we have assurance from 
the stockholders of Jamaica that they 
will deliver to us a full two-thirds, which 
will give us the right to liquidate the 
property and pay off the stockholders. 
We have assurance that we will get the 
same thing from Aqueduct and Saratoga. 
We already have it from Belmont. 


No Dreaming 


So it seems to me that we’ve crossed the 
last of the big hurdles in getting ready 
to go to work. Now, what are we going 
to do from here in? At these various stock- 
holders’ meetings, which will be held at 
the earliest possible moment, I hope. 
suppose the stockholders all say fine, we'll 
sell. What is our next move? 

I wish that we could get away from this 
thing that’s been plastered on us, dream 
track. That is the worst thing that could 
ever happen to a group of people who 
are trying to produce something that is 
in the realm of good sense, good business. 
good for evrybody—and it doesn’t come 
under the head of any dream track... . 

But we've got a problem now, and it’s 
a real one, because there are as many 
opinions about what should be done in 
New York as there are people.

Vimy's Victory 


Paris. Postponement of the Royal 
Ascot meeting because of railway strikes 
resulted in an exceptional 5 days of rac- 
ing at Ascot Heath. mixing June and July 
events. notably the Ascot Gold Cup and 
the King George VI and Queen Elizabeth 
Stakes. both of which fell to horses from 
the Continent. Of the £115.767 distribut- 
ed during the 5 days of top-class racing. 
46 per cent was put up by the owners and 
54 per cent was added by the Ascot 
authority. 

The great event. England’s richest race. 
the King George VI and Queen Elizabeth 
Stakes. drew a strong field of 10 runners: 

The 6-year-old ELU (Eble—Lucques, by Sir 
Nigel) winner of the 1955 Prix Ganay at Long- 
champ in record time. 

The 4-year-olds DARIUS (Dante—Yasna._ by 
Dastur), winner of the 1954 Two Thousand Guineas 
and 1955 Eclipse Stakes; ELOPEMENT (Rockafella 
—Daring Miss. by Precipitation), fourth in the 
Derby. second in the St. Leger. and this year win- 
ner of the Hardwicke Stakes 4 days before the 
big race: ZARATHUSTRA (Persian Gulf—Salvia. 
by Sansovino), winner of the Irish Derby and St. 
Leger and third to Narrator and Darius in the 
1955 Coronation Cup: and CORDOVA (Djebel— 
Caravelle. by Abjer), best French filly in 1954, 
but only fifth to Chingacgook in the 1955 Grand 
Prix de St. Cloud. 


The 3-year-olds PHIL DRAKE (Admiral Drake 
—Philippa, by Vatellor), favorite at 8 to 11 by 
reason of his victories in the Epsom Derby and 
Grand Prix de Paris: ACROPOLIS (Donatello II 
—Aurora. by Hyperion). third in the Derby, easy 
winner of the Commonwealth Stakes. and second 
choice at 11 to 2; HUGH LUPUS (Djebel— 
Sakountala, by *Goya II). winner of the Irish 
Two Thousand Guineas, second in the Irish Derby, 
third choice at 9 to 1; ARCTIC TIME (Arctic 
Star—Dancing Time, by Colombo), winner of the 
Gallinule Plate at the Curragh: and. at 10 to 1, 
VIMY (Wild Risk—Mimi. by Black Devil). win- 
ner of the Prix Noailles and a close second to 
Rapace in the Prix du Jockey Club. 


The public. in making Phil Drake an 
odds-on favorite. showed more confidence 


than the colt’s own connections. which 
hesitated until the last moment before 
declaring him a_ starter. The result 


suggested that he needed a longer rest 
than he got after his record performance 
in the Grand Prix de Paris. 

When the tapes went up Acropolis took 
the lead at once. with Hugh Lupus. Elope- 
ment, Phil Drake, Vimy. and Cordova next 
behind him. Arctic Time moved up to 
second place. and at the end of the first 
half-mile Acropolis was 2 lengths ahead of 
Arctic Time and Phil Drake. with Zara- 
thustra and Darius moving up among the 
leaders. 

In the straight Acropolis easily put 
down the attacks of Arctic Time and Phil 


Drake, but about 300 yards from the post 
he faced a stronger challenge from Vimy, 


which had been gaining rapidly. Within 
a hundred yards the French colt gained 
an advantage of half a length, and he held 
on to win by a head as Acropolis rallied 
in a final desperate effort. Three lengths 
back of the leaders. Elopement. Arctic 
Time. and Hugh Lupus finished short 
heads apart. with Phil Drake a length be- 
hind them. 

Acropolis. much improved, ran a beauti- 
ful race. much the same as that of Corona- 
tion in 1950. when she was beaten on the 
post by Tantieme.

Wild Risk, sire of Vimy, was already 
well known as the sire of Worden, winner 
of the 1953 International at Laurel. He 
is by one of Rabelais’s best sons out of 
the late Joseph E. Widener’s Wild Violet, 
whose dam, Wood Violet, was a good win- 
ner and full sister to *Basileus II. Wild 
Risk ran well on the flat, but, curiously 
enough, his best victories were over 
hurdles; he won the Grande Course de 
Haies d’Auteuil twice, at 4 and 5. 


The dam of Vimy is by an American- 
bred sire and is a granddaughter of 2 
great rival milers of the 1920's, *Sir Galla- 
had III and *Epinard, both bred in 
France. She won over distances of almost 
a mile, and in the stad had already 
produced the Princess Elizabeth Stakes 
winner Noemi (by *Norseman). which 
also finished third in the Oaks and 


fourth in the Prix Vermeille. Mignon, the 
second dam, though bred for speed. won 
only a seller and was placed in sprints. 
Mammee, the third dam, was by Bruleur 
out of the Poule d’Essai winner Mack- 
willer (Verwood—Marveldt, by Marcovil). 
dam of M. Wertheimer’s One Thousand 
Guineas winner Mesa. 

When Pierre Wertheimer bought Mam- 
mee some 20 years ago for breeding to 
*Epinard, he was looking for speed; now, 
thanks largely to Wild Risk, he has a colt 
of exceptional stamina. 

The 1955 season has not been easy on 
M. Wertheimer’s nerves. His Chingacgook 
was second to Klairon in the Poule d’- 
Essai, second to Nistralin in the Prix 
Lupin, and winner of the Grand Prix de 
St. Cloud. Vimy, after losing to Rapace 
in the French Derby, won the big race 
at Ascot. In none of these races was the 
difference between winning and_ losing 
more than a short neck. It is now intend- 
ed that Vimy will run in the St. Leger, in 
which he will meet Acropolis, Phil Drake, 
and the good filly Meld. Chingacgook is 
the stable’s runner in the Prix de l’Are 
de Triomphe. 


The 3-Year-Olds 


The Epsom Derby form was confirmed 
by the Irish Derby, won by Panaslipper. 
which had finished second at Epsom. and 
by the Grand Prix de Paris. won by Phil 
Drake. The Prix du Jockey Club form 


was confirmed at Ascot by the victory of 
the close second. Vimy. over the Derby 
third, Acropolis. Other 3-year-old races at 
the Royal Ascot meeting offered further 
evidence of the consistency of the classic 
horses. 

The One Thousand Guineas and Oaks 
winner Meld (Alycidon—Daily Double. by 
Fair Trial) won the one-mile Coronation 
Stakes with the greatest ease. Five lengths 
back in second place was Gloria Nicky 
(Alycidon—Weighbridge. by Portlaw), 
top-ranked filly at 2, making her first 
start this year. 

The second and third in the Oaks, Ark 
Royal (Straight Deal—Felucca. by Near- 
co) and Reel In (Jock Scot—Millstream. 
by Mieuxce). were first and second in the 
114-mile Ribblesdale Stakes. 

Among the colts. the Two Thousand 
Guineas second. Tamerlane (Persian Gulf 
—FEastern Empress, by Nearco). won the 
one-mile St. James’s Palace Stakes by a 
head from the outsider Blue Blazes 
(Dante—Samanga. by Solario), with the 
Guineas winner Our Babu third, a length 
away. 

Only classic horse in the 6-furlong Cork 
and Orrery Stakes was the French colt 
Trouville (Dogat—Chloris II, by Chateau 
Bouscaut). which had finished third in 
the Irish Two Thousand Guineas.

The Travelers 


Los ANGELEs. Several weeks ago Bill 
Winfrey, the capable and affable trainer 
of Alfred Vanderbilt’s racing stable, load- 
ed Social Outcast on a plane bound for 
California. The plan was to run the Shut 
Out gelding in the Gold Cup and Sunset 
Handicaps at Hollywood Park. then stop 
off in Chicago en route home for the Ar- 
lington Handicap. It was an ambitious 
schedule—3 $100.000 races crowded into 
the space of 2 weeks. 


“I wouldn’t even attempt such a trip 
with most horses.” Winfrey said, “but 
nothing seems to bother Social Outcast. 
and he appears to thrive on traveling.” 

Social Outcast arrived in California in 
wonderful condition, but in the first of his 
races, the Gold Cup, something was lack- 
ing. and he finished fourth behind Re- 
jected. In the Sunset he was a different 
horse. Perhaps it was the extra week on 
the grounds, perhaps it was a good mile 
workout that he got after the Gold Cup. 
Whatever it was. he simply coasted to a 
2-length victory in new track-record time 
of 2:4085 for the Sunset’s mile and 5 fur- 
longs. The triumph was worth $64.400. 

Vanderbilt. who had flown over the 
North Pole from Copenhagen to see Social 
Outcast defeated in the Gold Cup. was 
detained in New York, so he was not at 
Hollywood Park to see his excellent dis- 
tance runner win the Sunset. Winfrey ac- 
cepted the silver bowl and the flowers. 
then boarded a plane a few hours later 
for New York to be with his wife to greet 
an addition to the family. 

As usual, Social Outcast was last in the 
field of 9 at the start of the Sunset. As 
usual, Mister Gus was on the front end, 
with Determine at his heels, followed by 
Alidon. This was the pattern the 3 horses 
had set in all their races this summer at 
Hollywood Park, and it did not change 
until Mister Gus, turning into the back- 
stretch, spotted the starting gate in an 
unaccustomed place and nearly bolted. 
While he zig-zagged to the right and then 
to the left, Determine went up along the 
rail to take command. 

The little gray colt. wearing bandages 
in front for the first time in his career. did 
not hold the lead long. Before going into 
the far turn, Mister Gus had come on 
again to take the lead, and Alidon had 
started his bid from the outside. 


Determine Goes Lame 


From then on it was a lost cause for 
Determine, and he fell back to last place. 
beaten some 25 lengths in the worst defeat 
of his career. He limped off the track 
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quite lame in his right fore leg. The next 
day there were reports he had pulled a 
suspensory ligament, and, since plans al- 
ready had been made for his syndication 
and retirement to stud early next year, it 
may be that he has run his last race. 

Mister Gus was the next to drop back, 
leaving the road to victory wide open for 
Alidon, which turned into the stretch with 
a lead of almost 2 lengths, but by this 
time Rejected had moved up to challenge 
and Social Outcast was flying from far 
back. It was at this point that Rejected 
had started the mighty drive that carried 
him to victory in the Gold Cup, and Social 
Outcast, after one brief bid, had faltered. 

This time Rejected kept moving as _ be- 
fore, but Social Outcast was going faster. 
He passed Rejected and Alidon with a 
rush, then drew out quickly. Eric Guerin 
was wearing a big smile long before he 
hit the finish wire. 

The new track record gave Hollywood 
Park the rather dubious distinction of hav- 
ing had every record in its books—from 
5 furlongs to 15g miles—broken this year. 
The result has been to cheapen records 
to the point where they don’t mean a thing, 
and when a really good horse, sucn as 
Swaps, sets a new world record (of 1:4075 


for a mile and a sixteenth) no one pays 
much attention. It was probably the poor- 
est track Hollywood Park has had in years. 
There have been such wonderful racing 
strips at Hollywood Park in recent years 
that anything but the best is noticed right 
away. 

Spunky little Determine, if he is through 
with racing, leaves the scene as one of the 
most popular horses ever to campaign in 
California. He has started 44 times and 
earned $573,360. After the race, owner 
Andy Crevolin and trainer Bill Molter 
left for Kentucky and the yearling sales 
at Keeneland. Determine’s future will not 
be decided until their return. 


Bold Bazooka 


One of the most unusual breeding stories 
of the season concerns Bold Bazooka, a 
6-length winner of the $72,950 Starlet 
Stakes in the colors of comedian Lou 
Costello. 

Some years ago *Bazooka was purchased 
for Costello in Ireland by Ray Bell for 
“about $13.000 or $14,000.” He was a 
good sprinter, and succeeded in winning 
an overnight feature in the U. S. When 
he was through with racing *Bazooka was 
retired to Costello’s 22-acre ranch in 
Canoga Park in the San Fernando Valley. 
“Retired” is the word to use. because

Five have won. 

Bold Rebel. dam of Bold Bazooka, is a 
Silver Horde mare that Costello claimed 
for $2.500. After joining the funnyman’s 
stable. she lost 3 or 4 races. and Costello 
sent her to his ranch. 


The breeding of *Bazooka to Bold Rebel 
was arranged by Bob Fleming, who was a 
painter at one of the movie studios near 
Hollywood before Costello decided to make 
him manager of his Canoga Park ranch. 

“One day Fleming was going about his 
duties as usual, and he checked Bold 
Rebel’s stall. but nothing had happened. 
On his way back again. he looked in and 
this was running around,” the comedian 
said, jerking a thumb in the direction of 
Bold Bazooka. 

Fleming was the first to discover that 
Bold Bazooka might be a good horse. The 
colt was sent to Pomona last winter for 
some early training. and in February he 
was turned over to Allen Drumheller, one 
of the finest trainers along the California 
circuit. 

“He was so fat when we got him.” Drum- 
heller said, “that some of the boys thought 
he was wind-broken.” 

In his first start at Hollywood Park. 
Bold Bazooka stumbled and hit the rail. 
In his next, he was off slowly and blocked 
rather badly. He won his next race in 
1:0345 to equal the world record for 51% 
furlongs, and the stable immediately put 
up $2,500 to make him a supplementary 
candidate for the Starlet. 

Drumheller was a little worried about 
how Bold Bazooka might conduct himsel{ 
in the Starlet against colts which had 
proven their class. He was off a little 
slowly. as usual, but once in stride he 
drew away from his field with every jump.

A Couple of Old Fellows 
CHICAGO. Even some trainers who 


are a bit envious of Harry Trotsek admit 
the man from Cicero (Ill.) did an out- 
standing job in bringing Hasty House 
Farm’s 9-year-old stallion Wine List back 
to the races to win his first start after an 
absence of 4 years. They had further 
compliments for the Hasty House trainer 
after the 5-year-old Platan. with John 
Adams up. won the $50,000 Equipoise 
Mile in 1:35 at Arlington Park on July 20. 
Shortly after finishing fourth to Find 
in the Empire City Handicap on Novem- 
ber 7, 1953, Platan (Platter—Tatanne, by 
St. James) bowed a tendon in a workout. 
He returned to the races on June 18 this 
year, finishing fourth to Montenegrin at 
the Balmoral meeting. He won his next 
start at Arlington Park, beating Devil- 
ment by a head. Shipped to Detroit for 
the Michigan Mile. he finished third, a 
neck back of the winner. Greatest. 
Platan’s 214-length victory over the 
1954 winner. Smoke Screen. was worth 
$38.500. and boosted the Hasty House 
horse’s earnings to $129,505. Most not- 


able previous win for the Erdenheim-bred 
5-year-old was the Lawrence Realization 
in 1953, the year he also placed in the 
Peabody, Warren Wright Memorial. Jockey 


ScrEEN, JET ACTION, AND TuosIx. 


Club Gold Cup, Sheridan, and Ventnor 
Handicaps. 


2 Legs on a Cup 


Through Platan’s victory. Allie E. Reu- 
ben. of Toledo, became the second owner 
to obtain 2 legs on the Equipoise Chal- 
lenge Cup donated by C. V. Whitney in 
memory of his magnificent “chocolate sol- 
dier.” Under the terms of Whitney's do- 
nation, the cup may be retired permanently 
by any owner who wins it 3 times. 

Sun Again in 1944 and Fervent in 1948 
won the Equipoise Mile for Calumet Farm 
during the regime of the late Warren 
Wright. Armed in 1947, Coaltown in 
1949, and Hill Gail in 1953 failed to de- 
liver for Calumet, now owned by Mr. 
Wright’s widow, Mrs. Gene Markey. This 
year Calumet’s Mark-Ye-Well finished 
13th in the 16-horse field. 

Ruhe won the Equipoise Mile for Hasty 
House in 1953. This year he finished 
15th, while the third member of Reuben’s 
entry. Sea O Erin, was eighth. Oil Capitol 
had not yet become the property of Hasty 
House Farm when he won the Equipoise 
Mile in 1950. He was owned by Harry 
Trotsek and Tom Gray. 

It should be pointed out that Equifox, 
a son of Equipoise. won the race for 
Howard Wells in 1941 and again in 1945. 
and Best Seller won for Darby Dan Farm 
in 1942 and for J. W. Galbreath and R. J. 
Dienst in 1943. However, Whitney did 
not donate the challenge cup until 1944 
and the conditions for its retirement were 
not made retroactive. 


Return from the Stud 
When Hasty House Farm’s 9-year-old 
Wine List (Questionnaire—*Fizz II. by 


Manna) came out for the 6-furlong Rock 
Sand Purse on July 11 it marked his first

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public appearance under silks since he 
fractured a coffin bone while finishing 
third to Lithe and Seaward in the Clang 
Handicap at Washington Park on August 
18. 1951. Earlier that year he had estab- 
lished the present 614-furlong track record 
of 1:16%5 at Washington Park in winning 
Lincoln Fields’ Fleming Handicap. Wine 
List had 4 seasons (1952-55) at stud. 

Most bettors at Arlington Park backed 
6 of the 8 other horses in the Rock Sand 
Purse. But the old fellow gave his juniors 
a lesson and a trimming. He went to the 
front at once, set the pace to mid-stretch, 
permitted Brachs Admiral to take the 
lead momentarily, then came on again to 
win by one length under the guidance of 
apprentice John Sellers. He ran the 6 
furlongs in 1:11 and rewarded his backers 
at more than 10 to 1. 

Five days later Wine List, running in 
the one-mile Blackwood Purse, again made 
the pace, but failed by only a head to 
withstand Dixiana’s 5-year-old Devilment. 
Wine List came back lame. 

“Now he’s cooked for keeps.” everyone 
said. There was apprehension in the 
Hasty House barn until X-rays revealed a 
bruised foot but no fracture. 

“He’s walking sound again.” Trotsek re- 
ported later. “It’s 10 to 1 he'll race 
again.” 

Allie Reuben purchased Wine List as a 
5-vear-old in 1951 from his breeder, Green- 
tree Stud, for which he won the Kent 
Stakes and the Aqueduct Handicap twice. 
He is only $490 short of being a $100.000 
winner. Frank E. Butzow

Gushen Re-Elected 


Irving M. Gushen, of Salem, Mass., was 
elected to his third consecutive term as 
president of the Horsemen’s Benevolent 
and Protective Association at a meeting 
of the HBPA board of directors in New 
York City on July 24. Other officers re- 
elected: Robert Read, chairman of the 
board of directors; John A. Manfuso, na- 
tional adviser; and Norman A. Frost. na- 
tional counsel. 

The directors picked New Orleans as 
the site for its 1956 convention, and voted 
Lou Smith the annual HBPA award for 
contributions to racing. Smith, president 
and executive manager of Rockingham

2 Switches and a Body 


DETROIT. For nearly 2 years the 
Michigan Thoroughbred Turf Club has 
been seeking the last race track license 
available in the metropolitan Detroit area. 
This week. after a public hearing before 
racing commissioner James H. Inglis. the 
MTTC was just as far from its goal as it 
was in September. 1953. And Inglis is 
still in the switches. 

If Inglis gives a license to the Turf 
Club, the 3 other racing associations prob- 
ably will sue on the grounds that the rac- 
ing law does not permit the licensing of 
any more tracks. If he denies the applica- 
tion, the Turf Club will sue. 

At a 2-day hearing in the commission 
offices. Assistant Atty. Gen. Wilbur De- 
Young carefully prepared the way for a 
court suit. He cross-examined every wit- 
ness closely, trying to get as much detail 
as possible into the record. Joseph Mar- 
shall and Henry Murray, attorneys for the 
track, challenged his methods and attacked 
Inglis’ handling of the hearing as “highly 
prejudiced.” 

DeYoung produced one state official, a 
superintendent of public construction, who 
testified that it would take $4,814,550 to 
build the track outlined by the Turf Club 
insead of the $2,701,834 estimated by its 
backers. Another witness questioned the 
Turf Club’s right to its 200-acre site only 
4 miles north of the existing Hazel Park 
track. He pointed out that the land in- 
cludes a former cemetery with at least one 
body buried there, thus raising legal com- 
plications. 

Public officials, property owners, and 
residents were divided. Horsemen were 
on the fence. Churchmen and officials of 
existing tracks were opposed. 

After 2 days of wrangling, the hearing 
was adjourned to give the Turf Club a 
chance to face a new road block: Inglis’ 
order for the MTTC attorneys to produce 
18 of their two-dozen stockholders for pub- 
lic questioning. Marshall and Murray 
protested angrily, saying that these men 
were businessmen whose financial respon- 
sibility could be checked without such 
action. In the end, they agreed.

Rejected. and Social Outcast, each at exactly the 
same odds, 3.35 to 1. and Alidon, 4.30 to 1. 
Mister Gus and Determine had the early zip. and 
Social Outcast and Rejected trailed the field. 
Alidon. close to the pace from the start, wore 
down the leaders on the final turn, and Social 
Outcast and Rejected began moving up. A furlong 
out Alidon had a 1%-length margin over Social 
Outcast, which was one length in front of Rejected.

High Gun (135) and Helioscope (131) were 
asked to give huge concessions of weight to all 
other nominees for the Monmouth Handicap, but 
this and a share of $75,000 wasn’t enough to 
attract a large field. Only Punkin Vine and Mr.
